First, the amendments with respect to claims 1-13 would require further consideration and/or search. 

Secondly, Applicants arguments filed after the final office action are not persuasive due to following reasons. 

As an example, page 13 of applicant remarks, argues that there is simply no teaching or suggestion in scott of dividing a packet into 
multiple cells, including a header cell. 

In response, examiner assert that there is simply no teaching or suggestion of the process of dividing a packet into multiple cells, 
including a header cell in the claimed invention (i.e. claims 1-13). That is the claims as amended simply does not teach such a limitation. 

On the other hand, figure 4A of Scott explicitly indicates that the packet is indeed divided into a header, the payload and the other 
packet data such as item #107a (i.e. multiple cells). 

Also note that each and every packet in data communications is divided into multiple cells that includes a header and a payload, 
therefore the fact that the packet is divided into a multiple cells, including a header is and/or will simply be considered inherent. 

Applicant also argues that the office action has pieced together four references to teach the claimed invention. 

In response to applicant's argument that the office action has combined four references, reliance on a large number of references in 
a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 
1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

Applicants argument that the only motivation to piece together the four references of the office action is found in applicants' own 
application, is certainly not persuasive because the examiner has cited each and every motivation in the rejection from either the primary 
reference or the secondary reference used in rejecting the claims (please see the final office action). 

Therefore, for the at least reasons set forth above, the rejection is maintained.
